Ho wears a dark-biue uni- 
forn with ceneral’s insignia, draws a large salary, 
owns a car and has a villa, for which he was recont~ 
ly allocated considerable funds for remodeling. * 
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bese Comment. Freytag*s brother, an ex-colonel 
0 e German Army, paid a four-week visit to his 
vrother in Dessau in february 1950. An offer to 
move to the goviet Jone of Germany was first de~ 
clined, but he is now planning to accept unless the 
situation in vestern Gernany improves for ex-officers. 
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
